ot .a second police woman to Madi-

Mr. Colton emphasizes four points

"Talks should be given to the po- 


lice regarding 'venereal diseases and 
their relation to -prostitution. The 
police department should also co- 
operate more effectively, with

authorities in charge of the clinic. 


"Every effort should be made to 


provide an additional police woman. 


Publicity 
should 
be given the 


clinic at every opportunity in order 
that the patronage may be' increas- 
ed.. 


Mr. Colton then asks the cooper- 


ation of the mayor in this matter. 
He stated, when here last, that an 
investigation of. the number of 
cases brought to the clinic, showed 
that a large per cent of them were 
taker, there through the efforts of 
Mrs. 
Fannie Hamilton, local police 


woman. . 


Rumors that Mrs. Fannie Hamil- 


ton has resigned her position on the 
local police force, were emphatically 
denied by her this morning, but she 
admitted that she has been receiv- 
ing telephone calls inquiring as to 
the truth of these rumors. 


With the resuest recently made 


by a group of Madison women, rep- 
resenting various women's organi- 
zations, for an assistant to Mrs. 
Hamilton,1 now before the police 
committe of the council, the ques- 
tion of Mrs. Hamilton's work 'has 
cotne before the public.
